2. All contractor personne] gathered in the base theater av 
and lfoliowing a roll cal] contractor personnel were asked 
to take a@ solemn vow o! secrecy ag to the iniorsation which wes 
about to be furnished thea. In addition, #11 contractor personnel 
were asked to sign a itormma] memorandum of underetanding ac to their 
reeponeivilities in the protection oi claseified information of 
vital interest to the United States Government. Following this the 
writer revealed the fact that the Central Intelligence Agenc; is the 
sponsor of Praject aetivities and that the true mission of the Pro- 
ject was the overfli<hi of the Soviet Union and Satellites for recon- 
naigsance purposes. A thorough explanetion was given ag to the 
securit, precautions taken to date iucluding etatements concerning 
the policy 0: strict need to know. It was emphasized that each indi- 
vidual has now become hnowledgeable of one of their country's most 
closely helc secrets and a violation of thds trust would subject then 
to the US Espionaze Laws as applicable. TInostructions were given te 
the ,roup that under no eircumstences would they be permitted to dise- 
cuss Project information with friends, asscelates, or relatives cor 
were the, in any way permitted to place themselves in a position of 
veing associated with a prograa of this types. It was pointed out 
that as a portion of Project planning certain information would be 
publically released eg a mtter of cover for the true cperation, how- 
ever, at Such time they would sot be permitted to reveal an; iniorua- 
tien which they wiht have in thelr possession. Sueh releases woul’ 
not relieve them of any obligation to maintaia security of the Pro- 
jget, or any Of ite component parte ineluding the vehicle and other 
egaipment. 


3. The sroup war queried ase to their thorough unéderstancing of 


statements uade during thie briefing te which #211 gave an efiiruative 
reply. 
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k, ‘the group was advised that they had new become a vitel part 
of the program and that security was now their inéividual reaponsioil - 
ity. That with such information at their Gispesal it was now exceed- 
ing)y leportant that their personal conduct should be above reproach 
at all times 80 as not toe bring embarrassment to the pregran’s Gov- 
ernment o;ganizations or their parent companies. The alightest case 
of ewlarrasement may cauge then te de susceptibie te black mail and 
become a tarvet for penetration vy the opposition. All individuals 
were warned that convereation cenceraing Project activities or the 
products involved should not be held in public places or within hear- 
ing distance of unwitting individuals. Tae fact that they will be 
working and living as guests on an Air Perce Base and eompletely sur~ 
rounded by persons oot knowledgeable of the prograca makes this tector 
an exceedingly important one and extreme enution against looce diecua- 
#iane showld be exercised by all concerned, 


d+ It is the opinion of the undersigned that all contractor 

personnel were duly impressed by the warninge civen them and several 
expressed the feeling that they were extremely grateful for being per- 
titted to participate in a prosrem baving such vital importance. Upon 
leaving the briefing area personnel individually assured the writer 
that the personal confidence placed with them would not ve violated 
and that every effort would be made to eontrol any loose talk of other 
individuals. Ail memoranda of unéerstanding obtained in thie instance 
have teen forwarded to the Security Office and will be fLied in the 
individual contractor @aployee files for permanent retention. 


6. As an sdéed precautionary aeasure the undereigned will ini- 
tiate a notivication to the Security Officer to eornduct 
periodic Urietings of contractor personnel highlighting the need ior 
continued security with regard to Project activities. Such tifica- 
tion wiil be forwarded prior to the final deployment of persou- 
nel, 
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
